Pittsburg, Get 31.—Fonr Italian m in­ 
ers made an httnmpt late Tuesday after­ 
noon to rob Pay Clerk W illiam Hosier 
of the Bon th wee! Connellsville Coke 
ootnpatly while m aking his trip between 
this city and Alberton, with tho pay roll 
of the AlV**rton and Tarr works am ount­ 
ing to ♦1000. 
Mr. Hosier is dead, his 
companion, Harry Burgess, messenger 
of the company, is wounded; two of the 
Italians are dead, a third fatally w ound­ 
ed and the fourth wounded. 
Hosier and Burgess left this city at I 
p. rn., with the safe containing the 
money to pay off the men at the Alvor- 
tou and Tarr works. 
As they reached 
the snm m it of the long hill above M oro 
wood, just below which lies Alvorton, a 
large coke tow n, without, a seconds warn­ 
ing, four Italians fired a volley from 
their hiding place and sprang forward, 
firing as they advanced. Mr. Hosier fell 
dead at the first volley. Young Burgess, 
though wounded, wa# able to return the 
fire w ith effect and one of their number 
fell dead. 
A second later he fired his 
revolver in the very face of another,aud 
as he fell, his two rem aining compan­ 
ions became terrified, aud leaving the 
dead, one set out w ith the veouuded one 
over the hill to the south, in the direc- 
ion of tho Alice mines. 
Burgess managed to drive into Alver- 
ton w ith the body of Mr. Hosier and the 
safe, where he gave the alarm.

Pleasant aud vicinity, w ith its clerical 
force of the coke company, turned out 
w ith a hundred strong aud soon corailed 
the tw o who had concealed them selves 
in the field. 
A summons to surrender was answer­ 
ed by a volley, by which one of the 
posse received a slight wound in the 
chest.
